At its March 10 regular meet- 
ing, the Greenbelt City Council 
took the first steps towards con- 
sidering adding a performing arts 
theater to the city’s Community 
Center, awarded contracts for 
renovating the youth center base- 
ment and repairing the dam at 
Greenbelt Lake and approved the 
establishment of a city scholar- 
ship program. 

Performing Arts Theater 

' The Arts Advisory Board, in 
report 97-1, recommended that 
council establish a Performing 
Arts Center Task Force to “advise 
on the design of a theater at the 
Community Center, develop a 
comprehensive fund-raising plan 
and timetable for construction and 
advise on the management of the 
theater.’ The Greenbelt Arts 
Center has previously proposed 
construction of a “proscenium

theater” containing fixed sloped 
seating for roughly 250 people. 
One issue is whether the task 
force should conduct the study or 
contract for a study by profes- 
sionals. 

Thomas Renahan, representing 
the Greenbelt Arts Center, argued 
that the task force could establish 
“a lot of the needed facts,” then 
council could pay for an indepen- 
dent analysis, which would re- 
duce the total cost of the study. 
City Manager Michael 
McLaughlin endorsed this pro- 
posal. 

Councilmember Rodney Rob- 
erts said that a lot of questions 
needed to be resolved before he 
would be willing to start spend- 
ing money on such a facility. 
His main concerns included how 
to accommodate sufficient park- 
ing for a 200 seat facility in the 
already crowded lots around the 
Community Center, and his con- 
cern that there will be pressure 
for a liquor license for confer- 
ences at the facility. (Renahan 
quickly noted that the Arts Cen- 
ter has never proposed such a li- 
cense, but Roberts countered that 
others have.) Despite these con- 
cerns, Roberts said that he had no 
objections to establishing a task 
force. 

Councilmember Judith Davis 
shared Roberts’ parking concerns 
and noted that while she thought 
that all citizens would like a the- 
ater, what the city wants and 
what it can afford may be two 
different things. However, she 
proclaimed herself “very much in 
favor” of a task force to look into 
these issues. Councilmember Ed- 
ward Putens declared that he had 
“been waiting for this to happen.” 

Mayor Bram raised concerns 
about the need for the city to 
staff and: maintain the facility, 





She noted that there are other im- 


portant capital needs in the city . 


including new windows for the 
Community Center and the long 
delayed public works facility. 
She worried about creating an “il- 
lusion” that the theater “can hap- 
pen.” “What if it can’t?” she 
asked. Putens countered that 
“our illusions have all come true,” 
citing the pool, the Cemmunity 
Center, the Police Station.and 
Schrom Hills Park. The mayor 
had the last word of this ex- 
change, however, reminding her 
colleague that the city is $10 mil- 


lion in debt as a result of making | 


those illusions a reality.

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Council Hears SHA Plans 


For Road Improvements

The Greenbelt City Council 
met in work session on March 3 
to hear about highway improve- 
ments to address the hazards at 
several dangerous intersections 
within the city. Thirty-two acci- 
dents, including two fatalities oc- 
curred at the intersection of 
Kenilworth and Crescent Roads 
in 1996. At the Golden Triangle 
last year, there were 45 accidents 
at Greenbelt Road and Walker 
Drive. Charlie Watkins, the 
Maryland State Highway Admin- 
istration (SHA) district engineer 
and Maj Shakib, the assistant dis- 
trict engineer for traffic told the 
council about improvements 
planned for these and other inter- 
sections. The Council added a 
few areas of concern that they 
had. 

Kenilworth Avenue 

On Kenilworth Avenue from 
the Beltway to Cherrywood Lane, 
numerous modifications and im- 
provements are planned (see at- 
tached map). The existing exit 
ramp that merges with 
Kenilworth Avenue from the 
Beltway and conflicts with ve- 
hicles right turning onto Crescent 
Road, will be removed. Traffic 
entering Kenilworth Avenue from 
the Beltway outer loop will have 
to make a right-hand turn onto 
Kenilworth Avenue on lanes con- 
trolled by a a traffic signal in or- 
der to go north towards the Agri- 
cultural Research Center. The 
existing lane from the ramp will 
be reduced to become a right turn 
lane for Crescent Road. 
Between Crescent Road and the 
Beltway exit ramp, the north- 
bound lane of Kenilworth Avenue 
will be widened to begin a left 
turn lane for Ivy Lane into Capi- 
tal Office Park. Also, the outer 
loop Beltway entrance ramp will 
be widened. Motorists turning 
left from southbound Kenilworth 
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onto Crescent will be able to do 
so only on a green arrow from 
the traffic signal. 

Between Crescent and Ivy 
Lane, the northbound lane. of 
Kenilworth Avenue will be wid- 
ened to provide two left-turn 
lanes into Ivy Lane. Between 
Ivy Lane and Cherrywood Lane, 
a medium strip is planned on 
Kenilworth Avenue along with 
widening of both the north and 
southbound lanes to provide three 
lanes in each direction. The 
SHA also plans to widen 
Kenilworth to four lanes north of 
Cherrywood Lane up. to 
Sunnyside Avenue as part of the 
improvements to improve access 
to the new Department of Agri- 


culture headquarters facility for 


which the federal government 
will pay the cost. 

Council recommended that a 
sign for the Marriott Hotel be 
placed appropriately on 
Kenilworth Avenue and Ivy Lane 
as a safety measure to avoid ve- 
hicle traffic turning into the State 
Highway Administration office 
then swerving back out. Instead, 
the State Highway Administration 
proposes to move its entrance to 
connect with the service road off 
of Ivy Lane and eliminate its en- 
trance from Kenilworth opposite 
Crescent. 

. Greenbelt Road and Walker 
Drive 

At Greenbelt Road and Walker 
Drive, the many accidents last 
year were due to the failure of 
motorists to yield the right of 
way. Permitting motorists to 
make turns after yielding on the 
green light is not working. 
Council requested that the phas- 
ing of the signal be changed to 
permit left turns only with a 
green arrow.

With Maryland University

Two ghosts may have 
looked on approvingly at the 
presentation on February 27 
concerning plans for develop- 
ment of the tract of land 
along River Rd. in College 
Park. (River-Rd. was con- 
structed from Kenilworth Ave. 
to provide access to the Col- 
lege Park Metro station; from 
there it turns north to exit on 
Paint Branch Parkway, for- 
merly Calvert Rd.) The tract 
in question is presently known 
as Riverside. 

As for the ghosts — they 
would have been Charles 
Calvert, 19th-century owner of 
the Riversdale plantation that 
encompassed the site under 
discussion, and _ perhaps 
Rexford Guy Tugwell, that 
devotee of urban planning, 
whose greenspace concept was 
brought to fruition’ in 
Greenbelt. 

Always in the forefront of 
technological developments in 


Kirwan, this is the largest 
piece of still-undeveloped 
land inside the Beltway, and 
providing the best-possible 
use for it has become part of 
his institution’s Strategic Plan. 

FDA Agreement 

As a model of what the 


university is seeking, Kirwan. 


described its recent agreement 
with the federal Food and 
Drug Administration. The 
FDA will start construction 
soon on a new $84 million fa- 
cility on Paint Branch Park- 
way on land owned by the 
university. Devoted to re- 
search on food safety, it will 
replace a deteriorating red 
brick structure previously oc- 
cupied by Litton Industries. 
Of special interest to the 
university, Kirwan said, would 
be the future collaboration 
made possible by the proxim- 
ity of the two institutions. 
FDA will purchase some 
state-of-the-art equipment for 
their own research, while the

his day, Calvert in 1835 wel- 
comed the location of the 
B&O railroad line from Balti- 
more to Washington (the sec- 
ond route in America) within 
his own property. Later he 
housed the inventor Samuel F. 
B. Morse, as he strung the 
first telegraph line along the 
B&O and sent his first mes- 
sage to Washington from the 
Riversdale stop. Calvert was a 
leader in the scientific agri- 
culture of his day, and in pro- 
moting this research provided 
a gift of land to found the 
Maryland Agricultural Col- 
lege, which was to become 
the University of Maryland. 
The February Meeting 
That university’s present- 
day president, William E. 
Kirwan, hosted the noon-time 
session, which took place at 
the new American Center for 
Physics. This building, which 
is set within a circular drive 
off River Rd., is the adminis- 
trative headquarters for four 
different national associations 
of physicists. Three years old 


and within walking distance 


of the Metro stop, the build- 
ing includes 150 acres, mostly 
woods and greenspace, which 
will be preserved. 

“The work ambience is ab- 
solutely wonderful,” said Ber- 
nard V. Khoury, the center’s 
chairman and executive of- 
ficer, who welcomed the 
group of technological faculty 
from the university, as well as 
business leaders. Among the 
latter was Olav Kollevoli of 
the Penrose Group, a diversi- 
fied real estate company head- 
quartered in Virginia, which 
owns the largest share of the 
tract in question. 

High-tech Development 

Owner of the second larg- 
est acreage is the university, 
which is working in coopera- 
tion with the Penrose group, 
as well as the physics center, 
to attract high-tech companies 
to locate on the undeveloped 
space. According to President 


a ; 


university will buy certain 
other pieces for its Depart- 
ment of Nutrition amd Food 
Science. Not only will the 
two units share the use of 
their respective equipment, 
but part-time opportunities for 
students working in the field 
will become available with 
the FDA. 

This is the model the uni- 
versity hopes to replicate with 


other businesses or agencies 


that may locate at the site. 
One such business already in 
place is the technological cen- 
ter for Riggs National Bank, 
which chose the location so 
that highly trained students 
could work there. A second 
is a Swedish telecommunica- 
tions research firm, Q-Labs, 
that works jointly with a fac- 
ulty member in the Dept. of 
Computer Science and plans 
to locate in the Riverside 
area, 

To facilitate such inter- 
changes, the university's 
shuttle bus to the Metro site 
already includes a run along 
River Rd.; and in setting up 
the February 27 meeting, the 
university and the Penrose 
Group hoped to involve ,other 
faculty in the hightech areas 
in making connections with 
firms and institutions with a 
potential interest in creating 
similar partnerships. 
Kollevoll indicated that his 
firm is currently even consid- 
ering renaming the tract—pos- 
sibly to something like Uni- 
versity Station Center. 

The Landscape 

Another speaker at the 
meeting was Steven Hurtt, 
dean of the university's 
School of Architecture, which 
has been engaged in planning 
to incorporate the projected 
development in such a way as 
to protect the watershed areas 
nearby. Related to bicycle 
trails leading to Paint Branch 
and Lake Artemesia, the site 
is just across the railroad 
tracks from a residential area

History of Bryan’s Point 


Told by Dr. Beauchamp

Dr. Virginia Walcott 
Beauchamp was the guest speaker 
at the February 7 Explorations 
Unlimited program at the 
Greenbelt Community Center. 
She spoke about material she had 
researched for the history of the 
Prince George’s County book she 
is writing as part of the celebra- 
tion of the county’s Tricentennial. 
The subject was Bryan’s Point, 
the- southernmost area in the 
county along the Potomac River 
and adjacent to Charles County. 
Its history is among the oldest in 
the county, extending back to pre- 
historic times. It is also the loca- 
tion where the white man first 
came upon this area when Cap- 
tain John Smith sailed up the 
Potomac in 1608 from the 
Jamestown Colony. . Up on the 
bluffs at Bryan’s Point were 
Piscataway Indian villages in cir- 
cular pallisaded forts. 

Bryan’s Point is located across 
the Potomac River from Mount 
Vernon. The Maryland Colonial 
Farm is on that site, and Fort 
Washington and Tantallon are just 
to the north. 

Beauchamp told how when 
Smith passed that way he found 
the fish in the river so plentiful, 
there being a run of sturgeon at 
the time, that many were crowded 
to the surface. Not having nets, 
his crew was trying to catch them 
in frying pans. She noted that at 
a later time, caviar was one of 
the commercial crops at the port 
of Bladensburg. 

Captain Fleet 

Beauchamp told the group 
how in 1620, a Captain Fleet 
came up the Potomac to trade 
with the Indians and was cap-

tured. During the five years he 
was a prisoner of the 
Piscataways in the vicinity of 
Washington, he learned the lan- 
guage. When Leonard Calvert 
and his group of settlers arrived, 
Fleet advised them to get the 
Indian’s permission to settle. In 
the beginning, the Indians were 
very hospitable to the settlers, 
who first established their colony 
at St Mary’s City. Later, as the 
colonists expanded into their ter- 
ritories, the Piscataways fought 
with the Susquehannocks and 
then later with the Senecas, who 
apparently made a raid on the 
settlers for which _ the 
Susquehannocks were blamed. 
Eventually all the Indians were 
driven back into western Mary- 
land, 

In 1921, Alice and Harvey 
Ferguson bought Hardscrabble 
Farm at Bryan’s Point. He was 
a geologist, she an anthropolo- 
gist. In plowing their field, they 
came upon pieces of pottery. 
This caused them to undertake 
archeological digs.. They found 
the footings for an _ old 
Susquahannock Fort that had re- 
placed the circular forts of the 
Piscataways. Upon further dig- 
ging, they discovered even more 
ancient artifacts, and have found 
evidence of Indian activity at 
Bryan’s Point later dated to as 
long ago as 3,000 B.C. 

Dr. Beauchamp told many 
other interesting facts about the 
Bryan’s Point area to her atten- 
tive audience. To hear about 
these, however, the reader will 

* have to wait until the book is 
published at a date sometime in 
the future.

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GHI Board Reduces Fees, 
Approves Contract Change

At its February 27 meeting, 
the Greenbelt Homes Inc. (GHI) 
Board of Directors voted to re- 
duce member charges in 1997 by 
applying surplus funds received 
in 1996, approved a process to 
allow members to remove a 
clause in the Mutual Ownership 
Contract holding members liable 
for certain legal fees, discussed 
how to distribute free batteries 
for smoke alarms, and reported 
on a meeting with city staff on 
trash pick-up and récycling. 

Allocation of Surplus Funds 

It has been GHI policy since 
1953 to return any surplus funds 
to the members in the form of 
reduced monthly charges. In 
past years, GHI has allocated any 
surplus to both the contingency 
and replacement reserves and/or 
reduced monthly operating 
charges to members. The Board 
passed a motion approving a re- 
duction in members’ charges for 
1997 as a result of surplus funds 
received in 1996. This surplus 
includes the patronage refund is- 
sued by the National Cooperative 
Bank. 

Payment for Legal Fees 

Mutual Ownership Contracts 
executed between November l, 
1991 and April 27, 1995 carried 
a clause (paragraph 14) that ob- 
ligated a member to pay legal 
expenses resulting from legal ac- 
tion taken by the member against 
GHI when the legal action was 
decided against the member. 
Originally intended to protect 
GHI directors, management and 
staff from frivolous law suits and 
the corporation from related ex- 
penses, the board responded to 
members who requested that the 
provision was an unfair barrier to 
members seeking solutions to 
disagreements with GHI through 
the courts. Management plans to 
contact each member who has 
this version of the Mutual Own- 
ership Contract and offer them 
the opportunity to amend their 
contract to void this provision.

Smoke Alarm Battery 
Replacement 

The Board discussed several 
approaches to providing free bat- 
teries for smoke alarms to GHI 
members. Legislation requires 
that all multi-family dwellings 
have working smoke alarms and 
GHI has seen that all units have 
this device. For the past several 
years GHI has allocated money 
to supply members with batteries 
for the alarms. One year free 
batteries were distributed by vol- 
unteers in each court. This pro- 
cess turned out to be long and 
cumbersome as volunteers had 
difficulty contacting some mem- 
bers. The next year, GHI invited 
members to stop by and pick up 
their batteries; few members did 
so. For this year the board came 
up with several other sugges- 
tions: see if the fire department 
can play a role; replace batteries 
during other maintenance calls at 
the unit; or distribute in the 
packet with the next newsletter. 
President Turnbull asked manage- 
ment to come back with specific 
recommendations. 

Trash and Recycling 

On February 20, the board 
met with city staff and discussed 
how the city’s proposed change 
in refuse and recycling collec- 
tions would impact the GHI 
community. The city will prob- 
ably go to a once a week trash 
pick-up and once a week 
recylables collection. With this 
scenario, GHI approved trash and 
recyclable pick-up from the trash 
closets but also will ask the city 
to provide some relief valve, 
such as a dumpster or trash truck 
to handle .extra. trash, generated 
on an occasional basis. GHI will 
also ask the City to contain costs 
since services are being reduced.

Drinking Gourd Show 
At Owens Planetarium

“Follow the Drinking Gourd” 
at the planetarium of the 
Howard B; Owens Science Cen- 
ter tells the story of the folk 
song that gave runaway slaves 
specific directions to escape 
from the deep south all the way 
to Canada, by following the big 
dipper or drinking gourd and 
Polaris to the north.

The cheerful yellow daffodil 
just seems to be the symbol of 
spring. The variety “February 
Gold” actually lived up to its 
name this year. Rarely do the 
early daffodils bloom this early. 

It is a real advantage to plant 
early, mid-season, and late 
blooming daffodils for doing so 
can extend the blooming season 
to as much as a month. A short 
warm spell can make the daffo- 
dils finish blooming in only a 


couple days. In such a case it is 


good to have other varieties of 
daffodils which will bring an ad- 
ditional bloom a little later. The 
mid-season daffodils should be 
blooming. well over the next

week or two. 

Soon the spring flowering 
shrubs will be coming into their 
full bloom. Already some yellow 
forsythia and pink magnolia are 
out. 

It is too early to plant in the 
garden except for trees, shrubs, 
and cold hardy vegetables. Re- 
cently it has been too wet to do 
any soil work. If it does dry out 
enough, trees and shrubs do well 
when planted in late winter and 
early spring. 

Frost tolerant vegetables can 
be planted anytime the soil be- 
comes dry enough to be work- 
able. This first vegetable crop of 
the year is a gamble because a 
prolonged wet spell can rot the 
seed. Spinach, radish, peas, and 
greens such as kale, collards, and 
mustard can all be planted in 
cool weather.

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Learn about Nature 


At Wildlife Visitor Center 


by James Giese 

Many Greenbelters may not 
be aware that there is a new 
and interesting visitor center 
opened just a few miles from 
the city. It is the National Wiild- 
life Visitor Center of the U.S. 
Fish and Wildlife Service. Its 
entrance is on Powder Mill 
Road two miles east of the Bal- 
timore-Washington Parkway. 
Opened in October, 1994, the 
center contains state-of-the-art 
exhibits that demonstrate the 
value of research and the im- 
portance of making informed 
choices for the good of the en- 
vironment. Many of the exhib- 
its are hands-on in that the visi- 
tor can operate controls to see 
answers to questions raised. 

Like the recently opened Ho- 
locaust Museum in Washington, 
the visitor center 1s a very so- 
bering and thought provoking 
place to visit. It graphically 
depicts the holocaust caused by 
man against the natural environ- 
ment — how our air and water 


is being polluted, how we are 
losing wetlands and wildlife 


habitat, and the threat of losing - 


many animal and plant species. 

The center building’s exhibit 
area is divided into five seéc- 
tions. The first depicts global 
concerns and environmental is- 
sues and the ways they impact 
upon wildlife. Next is a sec- 
tion on habitat areas and how 
wildlife research has led to im- 
portant discoveries. Another 
section displays, in glass enclo- 
sures that depict each animal in 
its natural environment, endan- 
gered Species and tells of the 
efforts being made to assist 
them. Next are four dramatic 
dioramas showing the life 
cycles of the gray wolves, 
whooping cranes, canvasback 
ducks and sea otters. Visitors 
then come upon large picture 
windows overlooking Lake 
Redington, a lake about the size 
of Greenbelt Lake. There are 
telescopes and binoculars there 
for the visitors to view wildlife 
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on the lake.. We saw mostly 
sea gulls, mallard ducks and a 
beaver house at the time we 
were there. Also at the center 
is an artist gallery, an audito- 
rium showing wildlife pictures 
and a gift shop specializing in 
books and items about wildlife. 
The movie we saw was on li- 
ons in Africa, with amazingly 
close-up scenes of their activi- 
ties including killing prey and 
being killed in return. 

The Wildlife Center also of- 
fers a variety of walking trails 
(see map). A trail around Cash 
Lake is only half complete. 
Eventually there will be pon- 
toon bridges across the lake at 
two places in order to provide 
a loop trail about the lake. 
Group visitors, such as the 
Greenbelt Golden Age Club last 
year, can enjoy a guided tram 
tour for a fee in seasonal 
weather of the surrounding 
woods and lakes to learn about 
wildlife management and the 
importance of natural wetland

The Comptroller’s Office has 
provided about 1,100 high school 
teachers and resource personnel 
with materials designed to help 
students and teachers understand 
Maryland state and local taxes. 

The comptroller reminded stu- 
dents who had Maryland income 
tax withheld that they can file the 
easy-to-use Form 123 to claim a 
refund of state taxes withheld if 
their income is below the-$6,550 
filing requirement for 1996. 
Form 123 has only five lines to 
complete and takes just minutes 
to fill out. 

One important goal of the pro- 
gram is to help income-earning 
students understand that they are 
subject to the same filing require- 
ments as other single taxpayers. 
However, students who expect to 
have less than $6,550 in income 
for 1997 and do not have interest 
or other income that will put 
them over the $6,550 limit are 
not required to have Maryland in- 
come tax withheld from their pay. 
“These students can get special 
exemption forms from high 
school counselors and college 
placement offices,” he said.

Right now, in Maryland, there 
are nearly 1,700 people on the 
waiting list for a vital organ 
transplant. Nationally, that num- 
ber exceeds 50,000. Each day 
approximately ten people die 
while waiting for an organ trans 
plant, 

The Transplant Resource Cen- 
ter of Maryland is the only Mary- 
land-based, federally certified 
not-for-profit, health service orga- 
nization providing organ procure- 
ment and licensed tissue bank 
services to the citizens of Mary- 
land. The mission of the TRC is 
enhancing the quality of humar 
life through the provision of hu- 
man organs and tissues for trans- 
plantation.

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Wilson Reports on Traffic 
Problems at Hunting Ridge

At the Greenbelt East Advi- 
sory Committee (GEAC) meet- 
ing March 6, the issues dis- 
cussed included.Hunting Ridge 
traffic, lighting on Hanover 
Parkway, Greenbelt Lake, the 
new handbill ordinance, news- 
paper vending boxes, a new 
guardrail for Eleanor Roosevelt 
High School (ERHS), priority 
of liens, and the city as agents. 

Hunting Ridge Traffic 
Celia Wilson, director of 


Planning and Community De-- 


velopment, reported that her of- 
fice has been studying the prob- 
lems of traffic and pedestrians 
entering and exiting Hunting 
Ridge. Wilson reported that the 
problems are complex; includ- 
ing delays, heavy traffic, safety, 
and the critical issue of pedes- 
trians. The solutions are not 
easy and may require further 
study. Councilmember Edward 
Putens pointed out that the so- 
lutions will have to be cleared 
with the State Highway Admin- 
istration (SHA), which has 10 
warrants. These warrants are 
criteria by which SHA decides 
if traffic controls are necessary 
and what specific controls are 
to be used. Among others, the 
warrants include the speed of 
traffic and the volume of traffic, 
the number of delays, the num- 
ber of pedestrians, and any ac- 
cidents. 

Wilson said that the prob- 
lems at Hunting Ridge may not 
pass the warrants and therefore 
it may not be possible to install 
any traffic control devices at 
this time. This issue needs to 
be. explored further. 

Wilson made three specific 
suggestions for the short term. 
First, she suggested moving the 


southbound bus stop. on 
Hanover Parkway at Hunting 
Ridge a hundred yards north. 
This will have to be negotiated 
with Metro. Second, she sug- 
gested putting flexible bollards 
on Hanover Parkway both 
northbound and southbound to 
prevent passing on the shoulder. 
Third,. she suggested putting a 
temporary streetlight at the en- 
trance to Hunting Ridge. This 
will have to be discussed with 
PEPCO, but if they agree, it 
might be something the city 
could do, possibly taking the 
power from Hunting Ridge. 
Wilson said these measures 
will not solve all the problems, 
but should ease them. She also 
reported that officer Parker 


_ would increase traffic law en- 


forcement in the area. 

GEAC member Hoy Mooney 
said that Hunting Ridge is col- 
lecting petitions to the city 
council requesting improved 
safety at Hunting Ridge. 

GEAC treasurer Charlene 
MacAdams commented that 
voice support at the meeting 
might be more effective and 
less work than petitions. 

Hanover Lighting 

GEAC chairman Sheldon 
Goldberg reported that a num- 
ber of street lights have been 
put up on English Country 
Manor, although they are not 
operational yet. The section of 
street lights on Hanover. Park- 
way between English Country 
Manor and Hanover Drive is 
over a WSSC water main and 
still needs to be reengineered. 
Wilson said that the intersec- 
tions are critical. In the long 
term the whole street needs to 
be lit. She is discussing the is- 
sues with Steve Bupp and 


WSSC. 

Goldberg remarked that SHA 
still needs to replace a 
Streetlight at Greenbelt Road 
and Hanover Parkway. 

Putens questioned why so 
many lights had been placed in 
Ora Glen. Wilson replied that 
there are only five lights. The 
original plan called for seven 
lights. 

The spacing is 150 feet to 
175 feet. On Hanover Parkway 
the plan has been reduced from 
27 lights to 19, and the spacing 
has been increased to 180 feet 
to minimize cost. 

Greenbrook Lake 

Wilson reported that her of- 
fice had two meetings with the 
Driggs company, and hopefully 
they will be back to work about 
the end of March. Some ad- 
justments still need to be ap- 
proved by the city council. 

Handbill Ordinance 

The city council passed a 
new handbill ordinance Febru- 
ary 10. The new law will per- 
mit prosecution of handbill dis- 
tributors as well as business 
owners. 

Vending Boxes 

Goldberg reported that at.a 
meeting with some of the com- 
panies involved, they would not 


agree to anything. He said it - 


will be a long process. Putens 
remarked that the issue may go 
to the supreme court. 
Guardrail 
Goldberg reported that the 
issue of a new guard rail for 
Greenbelt Road at ERHS was 
discussed, The rail had been 
approved by SHA, but the pa- 
perwork was lost, so they had 
to start over. One issue compli- 
cating the problem is that there 
are underground NASA. utilities 
that must be avoided. The 
guardrail is only one of several 
issues the city is working on 
with SHA. 


Priority of Liens 
Goldberg reported that the 
city supports state bills 813 and 
8322 to improve homeowners as- 
sociations position in the event 
of foreclosures. GEAC member 
Dorothy Pyles reported going to 
Annapolis in support of the leg- 
islation. She was alarmed that 
many legislators, with little 
homeowners association experi- 
ence, seemed to have no under- 
standing of the problems in- 
volved. | 
City as Agents 
Goldberg reported that after 
discussions with Steve Bupp 
and the attorneys, some 


progress was made. 

The next meeting of GEAC 
will be April 3 at 7:30 p.m. in 
the Greenbriar Community 
Building.

Renahan argued that proving 
the need for the theater is easy, 
although he conceded that finding 
the funding for it is not. He said 
that his group assumes that sub- 
stantial outside funding will be 
needed to make the theater a re- 
ality. He also suggested that the 
Maryland-National Park and 
Planning Commission or the 
State Arts Council might help 
support the theater. This con- 
cerned Roberts, who worried 
about having to rely upon outside 
groups that might limit the city’s 
access to the theater. 

In the end, with late arriving 
Councilmember Thomas White 
quoting Shakespeare, council 
agreed on a 3-2 vote with Putens 
and Davis opposed, to discuss the 
issues further in a worksession. 

Lake Dam Repairs 

The state Department of the 
Environment has notified the city 
that repairs are needed at 
Greenbelt Lake. Areas to be re- 
paired include the spillway, a cor- 
rugated metal drain pipe from the 
dam and along the toe of the 
slope of the dam. Council unani- 
mously approved a contract with 


Froehling and Robertson to pre- 


pare plans-for the repairs to the 
dam at a cost not to exceed 
$10,200. Director of Planning 
and Community Development 
Celia Wilson said that trees on 
the embankment will have to 
come down in response to state 
fears that the roots will damage 
the dam. She said that the state 
will have to identify the trees to 
be removed. Wilson will ask 
that the trees be flagged, then 
will notify council when the flags 
are in place. She did not expect 
that the spillway repairs would be 
destructive of the surrounding 
area. City staff is exploring

Membership in the Greenbelt 
Tennis Association (GTA) pro- 
vides Greenbelt tennis players 
with the opportunity for friendly, 
competitive tennis in a variety of 
ways.

Youth Center Basement 

Council unanimously ap- 
proved awarding a contract for 
$87,555 to Deko, Inc. to reno- 
vate the Youth Center basement. 
This is $18,500 more than the 
funds budgeted for the project. 
However, it is substantially below 


the originally received low bid of 


over $93,200. 

The additional funds will be 
taken from the Capital Projects 
Fund. The renovations include a 
new restroom, improvements to 
the area used for “Mom’s morn- 
ing out,” installation of a heating- 
ventilating-air conditioning unit, 
and construction of a new access 
corridor. It will bring the facil- 
ity into compliance with county 
licensing requirements for the 


morning out program. City staff 


says that this program’s operating 

license is currently in jeopardy 

due to noncompliance with 

Health Department requirements.

tion, supported by the Greenbelt 
East Advisory Committee, from 
Hunting Ridge residents asking 
council’s help in making the 
complex’s entrance on Hanover 
Parkway safe. The petition sug- 
gests “speed traps,” a three-way 
stop sign, lane reflectors, and bet- 
ter lighting as possible ap- 
proaches to be considered. He 
noted that the city is currently 
working to improve safety in the 
area, citing recent police ticketing 
activity and asked council for a 
timetable and to be kept in- 
formed. 

City Manager Michael 
McLaughlin reported that new 
street lights have been installed 
on Hanover Parkway and should 
be working soon. To some 
laughter, Councilmember Judith 
Davis noted that the lights on the 
Greenbriar side of the street are 
now on and staying on.

No 
scholarship amounts were men- 
tioned. 
Other Actions 

Council unanimously ac- 
cepted and referred to the Parks 
and Recreation Advisory Board 
a request from the Association 
for the Visual Arts at the 
Greenbelt Community Center to 
be recognized as a city contri- 
bution group. The Visual Arts 
Coalition has disbanded and 
formed this new group. 

Under suspension of the 
rules, council unanimously ap- 
proved the purchase of a natural 
gas van at a cost of roughly 
$24,000.
